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Claims 



Pharmaceutical composition for peroral administration comprising 

(a) a cyclosporin or macrolide as active ingredient, and 

(b) a polyethoXvlated saturated hydroxy-fatty acid. 

A composition as claimed in claim 1 containing additionally 

(c) a C 2 -C 3 -alcohol ^having one or two hydroxy groups.
